He 
did not think she had anything 
against him personally or was appre- 
hengive for her son, but thought she 
believed that as long as he was in 
Matteawan, he could not make a will 
cutting her off.” 
Deputy Attorney-General Becker 
submitted Mr. Millis to a rigid techni- 
cal examination on the manifestations 
of paranoia. The witness refused to 
modify his opinion that various acts 
in Thaw’s life which the State alleges 
were symptomatic of parenoja, were 
those of a sane man. 
Thaw, Dr. Milis said, had told him 
that he had objected to an alleged 
scheme on the part of lawyers and 
alienists, prior to his first trial for 
murder, to send him to Matteawan in 
order to avoid publicity and protect 
Stanford White and others from the 
exposure of their alleged relations 
with young girls. 
“Thaw wanted all the facts brought 
out.” sald the witness, “but that is 
not evidence that he had a paranoi- 
acial delusion in the matter.“ 
When Dr. Milles cross-examination 
ended Thaw's lawyers announced that 
they rested their case.

IN RECEIVER’S HANDS. 


Santa Monica Man Brings Suit Alleging that the 
Municipality is Without Officials or Legal Govern- 
ment Through Charter Fla to Politics,” is the Reply. 
To Appear in Superior Court this Morning. 


S THE result of a remarkable 
A suit filed in the Superior Court 
yesterday by A. W. McPherson, 
asking that a receiver be appointed 
for the city of Santa Monica, the 
startling fact was disclosed that, ac- 
cording to Atty.-Gen. Webb, the me- 
tropolis of the Palisades is now and 
has been for the past six months 
without any legal form of govern- 


ment. 
This embarrassing situation is 
caused by a flaw in the charter 
amendments drawn up last January 
by a board of freeholders appointed 
by Mayor Dudley. While providing 
for a commission form of government 
to take effect January 1, 1916, as re- 
quested, the board of freeholders neg- 
lected to provide for the continuation 
in office of the present city officials, 
so that when the amendments were 
voted upon Mayor Dudley and all 
other city officials were immediately 
legislated out of office. This, how- 
ever, was not discovered until a few 
days ago. 

When City Attorney Tanner finally 
did discover the flaw, and the Attor- 
ney-General of the State had upheld 
Mr. Tanner's opinion, Mayor Dudley 
immediately applied to the Governor 
to name Commissioners who would 
hold office until a new Commission is 
elected next December. But the Gov- 
ernor is not at Sacramento just now. 

‘While the Mayor and other offi- 
clals were waiting for some definite 
word, Mr. McPherson brought the ac- 
tion to have a receiver appointed. 
Immediately the atmosphere changed 
from one of doubt and indecision to 
one of activity and war. Mayor Dud- 
ley, City Attorney Tanner and the 


his attorney, Ben 8. Hunter, held the 
trenches on the other side. 
SAYS ALL ACTS ILLEGAL. 
In hfs application, Mr. McPherson 


alleges that as the present city offi- 
clals were legislated out of office by 
their own board of freeholders last 
January, all their acts from that time 
to the present day are illegal. In- 
cldentally, he alleges that business has 
stopped as far as the city is concerned, 
stating the banks refuse to honor war- 
rants drawn and signed by city offi- 
cials, 

“I am doing this for the people of 
Santa Monica,” Mr. McPherson said 
last night. “Things are in a terrible 
state here, and, while I do not accuse 
the Mayor or any officials of any 
wrongdoing, a receiver should be ap- 
pointed to straighten out the busi- 
ness of the city. 

“Of course, if the State Legislature 
should ratify all acts of the present 
government during their stay in office 
everything will be all right.” 

Mayor Dudley was less benevolent 
in stating his side of the matter. 

“It is all dirty politics,” he sald in 
the presence of M. K. Barretto, City 
Treasurer, one of the officials who 
doesn’t know whether he is or not. 
“I know Ben Hunter and others who 
are behind this. There is absolutely 
no reason why they should try to 
embarrass the city government right 
now other than they want a finger in 
the pie, which until now I have with- 
held from them. They probably think 
that if they can have a receiver ap- 
pointed, who will run the city like an 
autocrat, they can get favors from 
him. 

“Il have served the city as Coun- 
cilman and Mayor for sixteen years. 
My record is an open book. The city

STILL MORE TROUBLE. 


“Weeping Eye” Wilson May Be Pros- 
ecuted by Government for Using 
Malls to Defrand. 

The government is about to take up

It is 
planned to schedule games with 
the University of California, 
Southern California, Washing- 
ton and Oregon, and probably 
Orégon Agricultural College and 
Pomona and Occigental col- 
leges. Before the Olympic Club 
took up Rugby in 1906 its in- 
tercollegiate football teams 
were a big factor in the football 
season and included many fa- 
mous former college stars. 
Games with the Los Angeles 
Athietic Club and the Multno- 
mah Club of Portland, Or., were 
also considered today. The 
Rugby players of the club will 
continue a team under the Eng- 
lish rules and play Stanford.

College Conference. 
(Continued from First Page.) 


lege were asked to send representatives 
to the meeting. Whittier alone was 
unable to be present. It very soon ap- 
peared that the colleges represented 
had common athletic needs and aims 
and the meeting resulted in the or- 
ganization of a college conference to 
include five institutions as follows’: - 
cidental College, Pomona College, 
Throop College of Technology, Red- 
lands University and Whittier College. 

The main modifications in the form- 
er agreement are as follows: 

NUMERICAL 

The adoption of the freshman rule 
is placed upon a numerical basis. The 
rule reads: “In institutions having 
one hundred male students or over in 
the three upper classes no student 
shall participate in interco \egiate 
athletics until he shall have obtained 
fifteen entrance credits and following 
this shall have completed one full year 
of work consisting of at least twenty- 
four hours. Attendance at summer 
sessions ie not counted as residence for 
the purpose of this rule. In institu- 
tions having less than one hundred 
male students in the three upper 
classes no student shall compete in in- 
tercollegiate athletics until he shall 
have obtained fifteen entrance credita. 


UNDERGRADUATE. 


All contestants must be undergrad- 
uate students in the college of libera 
arts. They must be passing in at 

) least twelve hours of work. After*the 
end of the first semester, 1915, no 
contestant in «ny sport shall again be 
eligible for competition in the same 
sport until subsequent to his first com- 
petition he shall have completed two 
semesters of academic work in the in- 
stitution in which he first competed. 

No student shal! participate in inter- 
collegiate athletics for more than three 
years in the aggregate but in the case 
of institutions allowed to play fresh- 
men four years of competition will be 
allowed instead of three. Any "em- 
ber of a team who plays during any 
part of an intercollegiate contest there- 
by does participate for that year. 

IRONCLAD. 

No member of the conference shall 
arrange intercollegiate contests with 
institutions outside of the conference 
without the unanimous consent of the 
members of the conference. 

Statements covering the use of all 
moneys raised in any way for the sup- 
port of any branch of intercollegiate 
athletics must be filed with the secre- 
tary-treasurer of the conference at the 
end of each semester. 

The suggested modifications of the 
conference agreement have been sub- 
mitted to the University of Southern 
California with the thought that 
should they later so desire, they also 
might enter the conference as a col- 
lege of liberal arts. It was the strong 
feeling, however, of the institutions 
represented at the conference that it 
is desirable to limit athletic contests, 
with rare exceptions, to the colleges 
represented. It is not likely that the 
colleges will seek games or- 
nia universities. Such games would
